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REPORT OF STATE TREASURER. 



January 9, 1915. 

Hon, A, TT. Jones,, Comptroller General. 

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit through you to the 
General Assembly a report of the transactions of this Depart- 
ment for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1914. 

Under authority of Section 833, Vol. I, Code of Laws, 1912, 
$350,000.00 was borrowed to pay current expenses. The loan was 
made by the Palmetto National Bank of Columbia, on notes dated 
July 13th, at a rate of three and one-half (3j4%) per cent, inter- 
est and to mature during January, 1915. It is gratifying to me 
to be able to report that this money was borrowed from a local 
bank at a rate one per cent, lower than the New York market 
was at that time. 

In addition to the loan for current expenses the Sinking Fund 
Commission borrowed $110,858.42 under authority of Act No. 
30, passed at the Extraordinary Session of 1914, entitled "An Act 
to Make Appropriations to Meet Some of the Expenses of the 
State Government for the Year 1914, and to Meet the Expenses of 
the Extraordinary Session of the Legislature, Called in October, 
1914, and to Authorize the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund 
of the State of South Carolina to Borrow the Money to Meet the 
Same." 

Owing to scarcity of money and the unsettled conditions exist- 
ing at the time this loan was negotiated interest rates were high, 
and the six (6%) per cent, rate procured was below the market 
price. The notes are dated November 3rd, 1914, and will mature 
February 1st, 1915. 

Of the amount borrowed, more than fifty-six thousand 
($56,000.00) dollars was appropriated to cover expenses incurred 
at the extraordinary session. 

Owing to the large amounts appropriated out of the general 
fund for school purposes I requested the State Superintendent of 
Education to advise me from time to time when the funds would 
be distributed. In November he notified me that he was prepar- 
ing to distribute about ninety thousand dollars. With cash on 



hand at the time and the small amount of tax money coming in 
there was not suflicient funds in sight to meet all claims. It was 
estimated that it would be necessary to borrpw $150,000.00 in 
order to be able to meet all demands, and the condition was 
brought to the attention of the officers authorized to borrow 
money. On November 30th, the Comptroller General and State 
Treasurer signed notes for one hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
payable to the Palmetto National Bank of Columbia, one-half due 
January 20th, 1915, and the balance due February 10th, 1915, at 
a rate of 5% interest. The State had the privilege of paying the 
notes any time before maturity, and they would have been taken 
up January 2, 1915. The Governor refused to sign the notes and 
the acceptance of the Bank's offer was cancelled, and the notes 
destroyed. In order to prevent embarassment to the State, the 
Columbia banks held claims until sufficient funds were available. 

OLD BONDS. 

As required by Joint Eesolution No. 559, approved February 
27, 1914, Green Consolidation coupon bonds and certificates of 
stock wholly invalid amounting to two hundred, twenty-four 
thousand, six hundred and forty ($224,640.00) dollars have been 
written off of the records of the office — a list of the bonds and 
stock certificates is published herewith as statement No. 12. 

BONDS REDEEMED. 

The Sinking Fund Commission called in $350,000.00 4>4% 
Redemption Brown Consols for redemption January 1, 1913, and 
$250,000.00 January 1, 1914. Of these amounts $237,000.00 were 
redeemed and cancelled during the year 1913, and $260,000.00 
during the year 1914, leaving $3,000.00 of the 1914 call outstand- 
ing. List of bonds cancelled in 1914 appears in the report as 
Statement No. 13. 

OFFICE EQXnPMENT. 

In my last report I said : "The office should be supplied with 
steel fire-proof fittings for the protection of the valuable books 
and records of the Department. Some of the cases now in use 
are made of rich pine, and would be good fuel for flames should 
fire break out in the office. Among the records are many, any 
of which is of more value to the State than would be the cost of 
equipping the office with steel fire-proof fittings. The members 
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of the General Assembly are requested to visit the office and 
make an inspection. It is ^estimated that the entire office can 
be equipped with steel fire-proof shelving, cases and furniture at 
a cost of $5,000 to $6,000, and I believe it would be economy to 
provide this protection." 

I have handled the General Fund so that it produced during 
the year a revenue of seven thousand, two hundred, fifty two 
and 68-100 ($7,252.68) dollars, and I recommend that $5,000.00 
of this fund be appropriated for office equipment.
